Group I, claim(s) 29 and claims 1-5, 9, 22, 24-28, and 31-42, all in part, drawn to a 
process of controlling expression of a plastome encoded sequence by external application of a 
physical control signal, a method of making plants to be used in the method, and plants thereby 
produced. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-8, 10-21, 23, 30, and claims 1-5, 9,22, 24-28, and 31-42, all in part, 
drawn to a process of controlling expression of a plastome encoded sequence by external 
application of a chemical control signal, a method of making plants to be used in the method, and 
plants thereby produced. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-II appears to be a method of controlling 
expression of a plastome encoded sequence by external application of a control signal. 

However, McBride et al (US Patent 5,925,806, cited in the search report) and others teach 
such a method (see part 3. 1 jn the written opinion). Thus, claim 1 among others, is not novel. 
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Therefore, the technical feature linking Groups I-II is not special and the Groups are not 
so linked under PCR Rule 13.1. 

These groups are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked to 
form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is reminded that a determination regarding unity of invention is made without 
regard to whether a group of inventions is claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a 
single claim (MPEP 1893(d), last paragraph).
